Wo truB(, nono of our well-wishers, 
in or out of tho City Council, imagine 
ior n moment that wo have raised tbo 
siogo ugaiubt Uio Corporation which 
wo commenced under very iuftOSpioiona 
circumBtances a fortnight ago, "if there 
bo any who have " hoggod th»> »ond de- 
lusion to thoir souls," thoy may us well 
uuclusp their arms and relotiso th<i fond- 
ling. Having started on the warpath 
with tomahawk in hand wo do not in- 
tend to be intimidated by threats, ca- 
joled by promises or silenced by invne- 
tive. If tho Council have a clean rocord 

which wo declare they hs.vo not — 

they would not, fhiink from a thorough 
and searching iuvObtigalion. Our first 
artiolo — tho urtido over which ono oi 
the Councillors shed Pooksiiiilhui tears 
at tho famous Star Chamber mooting — 
did not exceed tho limits of newspaper 
oriticism.

Tbo 
specificaihoB require ttmi Blaochard etrei-t 
should bavo a rise of two fuel tix ir.otiea in 
the oetilre or etown and sight ieohta depth ol 
gravel 20 foot in width ; wbete otmrog was ro- 
quirod the street was to be graded from side- 
walk to aidewulk. Qo look ut tbe Beotioo 
tince it ua« been acoepttd by the oommitlee 
It will be found eight inches luwet tbau cul- 
led for by the specifications; tbo gravel, in- 
stead of being eight inches deep, ifl barely 
five- great mouods ol earth ur u silent but 
eloquent witueeeea to the violation of tbe 
agreement (has the Mayjr uot teen them ?), 
and the street presents the singular anomaly 
ol being higher al its intersection wi'b 
Yates street than it is midway between 
Yates and Blaochard 1 If wuter will not ton 
up hill it certainly canaot run down iu Ibis 
Btreet at least, and so most Bland still Let 
ub glorjoo for a moment at the tenders for 
thia 'job' (io more senses than one), 
Abel Beswiek, George Sicily and Wi - 
lis Bond teudored to |>rade ucd gra- 
vel View street from Duoglas to Blanohard 
nod Blanchaid from Fort to Yatts. lies 
wick's bid, being the highest, need not he 
ooDBideied here. Biellj'u bid was 81935 
Bond's bid was nboat S595 lets tbao Stclly'. 
and Bend got tbe job.' In making his cut- 
tings the contractor found that be would have 
a largo utnoant ol superfluous earth, so he 
made a contract with tho Street Committee 
to grade View s'reel from Blaneliard to 
Quadra lor 8200 with the surplus earth.

DEPUTATION TO THE HON, MIN. 
ISTKK OF WORKS. 



Yesterday moruing at 10} o'ulock a depu- 
tation eomprising lha tollowiBe;-unuiod (jod- 
tlemeo waited od t h ii Hon Minister of Works 
at Government Buildings for tho purposo of 
pressing upon the atteoiion of tho bon gen- 
tleman tho DCdi'tsity of the immcdiato con* 
Blrnclion ol the dry dool: at Esqounalt, viz- 
Dr Helmckeri, Mr Henry Nailun, jr, Dr 
Tuzo, Mr Fred Williams Mr Uobl Burnaby 
Mr James A Giahame and Dr Powell, jt 

Dr Helmckan havieg stated tho otjeot'bf 
tho deputation, 

Hon Mr LaBgevin ssid that the dock was 
one of tho objeote ot bis mission to this l.'ro- 
■vinco. His observation win;, of course, 
restricted by iho Terms 10 Esquimalt, which 
ho had vis'ned twice— last on Thursday with 
the Admiral. He inspected Ooaslanoe Cove, 
which waa a bonutiful spot and appuarad 
as if Nature had intended ii fur a dry dock. 
He had also seen th-j surveys of tbo Cove 
made for tho Imperial U overs. men t and waB 
satisfied with their c*rrtetuess. With rsgard 
to the cost lie did not know whether the 
guarantee of 5 percent, on £100,000 for lee 
year* would insure the building ol tho duck. 
If an iron dock similar to the ViciotiaDock 
at Loidoo would answer it might be built 
for jE45 000. at which figure tbo Canadian 
Government already had bl oILr from IV r 
Soott. But he understood thai the Admi- 
ralty mi^bt objeot to allowing their ehips to 
go on any but a stone graving dock. Now, 
if the guarantee, was insufficient there wero 
two ways in which io supplement it, viz, 
by the Imperial or by tho Provincial Gov. 
omnnont. The Canadian Government, he 
did not believe, would increase the nniooul 
of their guarantee. Tbo Imporinl authorities 
had a very largo interest in tbo construction 
of tbo dock, having in 18C5 and I860 explod- 
ed £30.000 at San Fraaohco in dock'ng their 
ship-. 

Dr Helmckeo— Altogether, the Imperial 
Government have expended £00,000 at Suo 
Fr3ncisoo in repairing thtir utiles. 

Mr Langavin — The Imperial Government 
have made a standing ofler ul £20.000 to 
anv company wbo will build a dry dock 
here. Thev have raado a similar rllor with 
respect to Qaebeo, but they attach the con- 
dition that they shall have a first lion on 
tho work. He roped the Imperial Govern- 
ment would be induced to do belter, and if 
then there he ii deficiency the Piovi-joe, 
which now has no debt and enjoys a laro e 
rov&uue, and lua so great aa interest in ibe 
completion of lb • dock and Ibe maintenance 
of the naval station here, should supplement 
the guarauiee. Such a oourse would be 
only lair. 

Mr Nathan said that the Canadian Gov- 
ernment had a direct interest in the im« 
mediate prosecution ul ibe woik. Tbo 
Americans were talking ol building a dry 
dock on Puget Sound. Should our dock ho 
commenced firat the Amsricaus would 
abandon theii idea and send their abippiog 
hare to be repaired; This would add large- 
]y to tho commerce of Ibe port and, ol 
course, inoreasa lha rovenuo ol tha Do- 
minion. 

/ Hon Mr Laogevio replied that he b'd no 
doubt the Ministry would take up the mat- 
ter wnrmly and do everything possible to lis 
tho P>ri sh Naval S.aiion permanently a! Es- 
quimalt and promised that the interests of 
tho Mainland would be looked alter and 
guarded as well bb those ol the Island [hear.] 
After u low farther remarks from llur 
gentlemen composing the deputation, leava 
waa taken of Mr Langavin. 

Fbom TnB East Coast.— The ateamsr Sir 
Jaraos Duuglae, Cant Clarke, returned from 
tho trip to Como.x, Nanaimo, Cowiohao, eie, 
yesterday. Among hor passengers woro Mr 
Dawes, Mrs BliBkhorn, Rev Mr Rcyuad |ud 
wife, Revs FaihBril Segberi and Mandart, 
Bnd J W Carey. Carey held a meeting at N*« 
naimo (Mr Raper presiding) in which ha 
offered himself as a candidate fur election to 
the House, aDd in tbd cour^ of which ha dn-
